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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 14-25 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Respect to 
claims 14-24, the cited prior arts fail to disclose the step of ablating the pinhole defect 
through at least one of the first or second substrates, by circumscribing the pinhole 
defect using the laser beam, the ablating the defect electrically isolating a peripheral 
region of the pinhole defect relative to the active system including the pinhole defect in 
combination with all other limitation in the claims. Respect to claim 25, the cite prior arts 
fail to disclose the electrochemical device including a pinhole defect ablated at its 
peripheral region, wherein a value of leakage current is reduced by a factor of 10 at a 
core of margination of the glazing in combination with all other limitation in the claim.
